be called a "speed trap." It's as 
sure as the sunrise that a city ac- 
quires that name.when an honest- 
to-goodness traffic enforcement is 
instituted. : Under 
Commissioner 


Ballard-s administration of the po- 
lice department, we recall a num- 
ber of on-and-off speed.crackdowns, 
which he seems to term an •"edu- 
cational" program. 


Such "educational" programs 


accomplish 
one 
thing: 
They 


confuse the motorist, who comes 
to believe that laws are meant to 
be enforced at periods convenient 
to the police and the city. Thus 
he never acquires the "habit" of 
good highway conduct. 


w * * 


There is a growing, national con- 


viction that the way to cut high- 
way accidents, to cut deaths and 
injuries on our roadways, is to im- 
press on the motorists that speed 
laws are enacted to mean what 
they say. A startling example of 
that was outlined by a Chicago 
Daily News editorial the other day 
in connection with the Edens super- 
highway. 'Traffic engineers found 
that even with the broad, new high- 
way, the speed exercised by the 
motorists brought the accident rate 
to an alarming scale. 


By instituting proper-police pat- 


rols, who enforced the laws con- 
sistently, the 
death rate was 


shaved dramatically. 


Consistency is the key word in 


law enforcement. Police need no 
more policy than that which is 
found in the city or state statutes. 
They are hired to perform a job. 
If they accept no bribes, resist 
"influences," do their duty in a 
dignified and honorable manner, 
citizens will expect no more. 
Our police, under Commissioner 


Paul Potts, have "been waging a 
vigorous campaign against traffic 
law violators. We ha.ve heard con- 
siderable praise of their activity. 
There's a heightened morale in the 
police ranks because they are be- 
ing allowed to do the job they 
were hired to do. 


In connection with traffic ar- 


rests. Chief Earl Kelchner has set 
the policy that gives a driver a 
"margin" of doubt. He's being al- 
lowed up to 8 or 10 miles an hour 
over the stated limit before he's 
adjudged a speeder. That's to al- 
low for a. momentary "heavy foot" 
which all of us exert once in a 
while. We can think of nothing 
fairer than that.

In the science of medicine, it was 


discovered long ago that many in- 
fections could be prevented by the 
simple process Of washing one's 
hands and face. It was that sim- 
ple. 


It could be that the solution to 


accident prevention rests in the 
simple reduction of speed. 


At any rate, we suggest that 


our police department pay no 
heed to the "speed Irajv" accusa- 
tion. We're sure that if it pur- 
surs this program of consistent 
speed law enforrempnt it will get 
results. 


Some day the phrase "speed 


trap'' wiil achieve an honorable 
Status in our land.

SUMNER, Miss.—(rP)—An 


all-white jury, composed for 
the most part of Delta cot- 
ton farmers, acquitted two 
white storekeepers of the 
murder of a 14-year-old Chi- 
cago Negro boy Friday, but 
the half-brothers spent the 
night in a neighboring county 
jail. 


Roy Bryant. 24. and John Milam 


36, still face charges of kidnaping 
Emmett Louis Till from the share- 
cropper shack in . Leflore County 
where he was vacationing with his 
uncle, Mose Wright. 


The two men were tried in Talla- 


hatchie County because a battered 
bullet 
pierced 
body—buried 
as 


Till's but later rejected by the 
jury—was'fished from the muddy 
Tallahatchie River inside the coun- 
ty line. 


Deciding Factor 


Jury Foreman J. A. Shaw said 


identification of the body was the 
deciding factor in the one hour 
seven minute deliberation that re- 
*8urteS'--in an-innocent verdict- -un- 
til e third ballot. 


"The verdict is as shameful as 


it is shocking." said the National 
Assn. for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People in a statement from 
its New York headquarters. "The 
jurors who returned it deserve a 
medal from the Kremlin for meri- 
torious service 
in communism's 


war against democracy." 


Bryant and

night in the Leflore County jail in 
Greenwood when their atornevs 
differed with state officers over 
.the amount of bond needed for 
their release under the kidnap 
charges. 


Embrace Wives 


They were taken back into cus- 


tody a few minutes after they em- 
braced 
their wives happily as 


Shaw intoned.: " We, the jury, 
find the defendants not quilty." 


Both men accepted the. verdict 


calmly, as did the spectators who 
jammed into the muggy court- 
room. Except for one loud evcla- 
mation, there was no demonstra- 
tion.

Government in Speech

grown mighty complacent about it. 


"We can't let George take care 


of the politicians any more than 
we'd let George go to church for 
us on Sunday," he-told a regional 
Chamber of. Comerce gathering in 
the Trail Room of the Nachusa 
House here. 


Tile speaJ\er was Waldo Ames. 


Chicago insurance executive, and 
now serving his second term a.s 
president of the state chamber. 


His audience consisted of HO 


Chamber of Commerce members 
and guests from 12 communities 
in this area. 


Lir.ilquisl M.C. 


George 
Lindquist, Dixon con- 


tractor, and member of the state 
chamber's board of directors, pre- 
sided over the dinner meeting, and 
introduced Ames and the other

Ames hammered consistently on 


the theme that "we the people" 
-hould concern ourselves with such 
iaiiona.1 problems as the national 
debt, waste in government, gov- 


ernment 
in 
business, 
and 
the 


people in and oui of government 
who "hide behind the Fifth Amend- 
ment." 


As to the federal debt, Ames 


said that it has risen from 54.7 bil- 
lion in J912 to 5281 billion at the 
present time. 


"Very Real" 


And he reminded his audience, 


the federal debt wasn't something 
"we owe ourselves" and therefore 
of small consequence. He described 
is as a "very real" debt. 


He cited complacency in a recent 


example of an audit of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation which 
showed an $81 million shortage.: 


He said that after a considerable 


commotion, the shortage was soon 
forgotten. 


He also cited examples where the 


government 
ordered 
parts 
for 


Jeeps, enough to last 104 years, and 
the navy's procurement of a cer- 
tain type of: gear, a supply suffi- 
cient for 128 vears. 


He also reminded those present 


that our government owns ?30 bil- 
lions in real property and owns 
more than f> million acres of land 
aside from national parks and for- 
ests.

Ames said that when the Townsend 
plan was first introduced, it was 
laughed at. But he reminded his 
listeners that Social Security is 
approximating the plan. 


"It's a great thing in principle,"

New Regime 
In Promise 
Of Freedom 


Report Battles 
In Some Areas as 
Lonardi Sworn in 


BUENOS AIRES — </P) —. 


Provisional President Eduar- 
do Lonardi, promising to de- 
fend democracy and liberty, 
today began the task of re- 
building the Argentine gov- 
ernment from the wreckage 
of discarded Peronism. One 
of his first major tasks was 
to quell flickering violence 
staged by diehard supporters 
of ousted Juan Peron in Bue- 
nos Aires.and Rosario. 


The first major clash since the 


revolution which toppled Peron's 
dictatorship erupted in Rosario, 170 
miles northwest of Buenos Aires 
and Argentina's second largest 
city.

Pitched Battle 


Reports from Rosario said die- 


hard Peronistas fought a pitched 
battle in the streets with the tri- 
umphant revolutionary army, in a 
way of disorders Friday night and 
early today. 


Planes of the new anti-Peron 


government poured te»r gas bombs 
on several hundred massed Peron. 
istas, mostly workers, and tank- 
supported troops bore dowji on the 
holdouts. Several persons i^ere re- 
ported killed, many were wounded 
and many rioters were arrested 
before the fighting ended. ' . - • . . '

Stage Demonstration 


Peronista remnants also staged 


a demonstration Friday night in 
Avellaneda, an industrial suburb 
of Buenos Aires. Police fired sever- 
al shots and several demonstrators 
were wounded before the group 
was dispersed. 


The disorders were denounced 


by the union of white collar work- 
ers. The union said the outbreaks 
were staged by organs of the Gen- 
oral Confederation of Labor, which 
was a main source of Peron'i 
strength. 


The 59-year-old Lonardi, who as 


a dissident major general led the 
revolution that ousted Peron, was 
installed a.s provisional president 
Friday before a record 
crowd 


in Plaiwi. de Mayo, in central 
Buenos Aires. Observers said th« 
throng which cheered and sang to 
celebrate the new regime was larg- 
er than any gathering ever as- 
sembled by Peron's labor-led sup- 
porters to honor the dictator. 


Promises Freedom 


Standing on the balcony where 


Peron used to address his sup- 
porters, Lonardi read his inaugural 
address in a calm but husky voice. 


He promised freedom and justice 


for all—for supporters as well as 
opponents of the Peron regime. 
Lonardi told the labor unions which 
backed Peron they would have the 
same rights and liberties under the 
new regime as the elements in the

very nicely on $15 a week. The 
average engineer with a master's 
degree makes about $125 in Ger- 
man industrial plants. 


This plant in the Ruhr Valley 


kept the students busy, setting up 
machinery designs and layouts to 
fit the special needs of various 
companies. 


All the time was not spent at 


work. The German government 
sponsored a tour for the 50 differ- 
ent students from 12 countries 
some of which were behind the 
iron curtain. All of them traveled 
together by bus and toured for 
three days near Koblenz. Chai-les 
made his home with the Peter 
Kahn family in Unna. He reports 
that the average German family 
(thc Kahns were a good example) 
spent quite a bit of time at home. 
They enjoyed talking together and 
discussing family life. There are 
also good movies, band concerts, 
classical music and jazz and lots 
of sporting events. German ath- 
letes specialize in football that is 
a cross between soccer and our 
football as well as swimming, 
tennis and a special type of hand- 
ball. 


The Kahn family has a son the 


age of Charles, who is studying 


engineering. Besides the personal 
and technical experience, Charles 
has developed a new understand- 
ing of the German people. 
He 


says it is now more important 
than ever to establish good will 
among the people of the world in 
order to achieve a better world.

Plan to Get

In planning your new home, you 


should consider the importance of 
a basement and plan it a3 careful- 
ly as the rest of die house, says 
the Small Homes Council of the 
University of Illinois. 


For the space it provides, a 


basement is the most economical 
part, of the house. The complete 
cost of baj>ement floor space us- 
ually amounts to about $1.25 per 
square foot, as compared with $12 
or $14 per

foot above 


ground. A full basement 
often 


costs less than a small storage 
space for tools, garden equipment, 
bciycles. etc.. built into the house 
above ground. 


Basements* now are used not 


only for storage, workshop and 
laundry, but also as recreation 
rooms. TV rooms, and even bed- 
rooms. Modern planning and ma- 
terials can make the basement as 
light, dry njid livable as the rest 
of the house. 


Even on a level lot, says the 


council. 
H well-lighted basement 


can be achieved by the use of wide 
windows 
v.-ith 
large 
arcaways 


which will permit sunlight to en- 
ter. 


"A direct outside entrance to 


the basement eliminates tracking 
through the house and increases 
the basement's usefulness fw hob- 
bies, garden tool storage, launder- 
ing and other a divides," the coun- 
cil says. 


It recommends a modernized 


version of the old-fashioned cellar 
door to protect the cellar entrance 
from' ice. snow and rain. Steel 
doors, designed to fit snugly over 
the stairs- from the cellar, are 
permanent and weather-proof. 


Plumbing lines, heating ducts 


and electrcial wiring- often can be 
placed between the basement ceil- 
ing joists while the house is being 
built. They will be completely 
hidden from view when basement 
rooms are finished.

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Business to the Rescue 


For a long time, many in the business community com- 


plained that the government was doing too much for the 
average citizen in the way of welfare programs. They ob- 
jected to the government's expansion into new fields. 


But a telling point in reply was made by the late Russell 


Davenport, onetime magazine editor mnd associate of Wen- 
dell Willkie. He once declared that businessmen might have 
forestalled this expansion if they had taken the initiative 
themselves in welfare matters. 


It is extremely heartening to observe, therefore, that the 


country's business leaders have not been found wanting in 
their response to a great new national need—funds for our 
hard-pressed educational system. 


On the contrary, they have leaped into the critical 


breach with imagination and intelligence, and already are 
making an important contribution toward the preservation 
and growth of America's colleges. 
* 
* 
• 


The plight of the colleges, particularly those which live 


on private endowment, is serious. Postwar inflation has 
rocketed their costs and lessened the purchasing power of 
their endowment income. Their traditional sources of new 
money, bequests from personal fortunes, have tended to dry 
up as heavy taxes blocked the further building of such ac- 
cumulations. 


Some of our greatest institutions are numbered among 


these private schools. The crippling of their facilities, or 
of the ability of qualified students to attend them would se- 
verely handicap America in its effort to help advance the 
frontiers of knowledge. 


Government is an obvious source of funds, and indeed 


actually is allotting considerable amounts to U. S. colleges 
for research in special fields. 


But the nation's top educators have feared further gov- 


ernment support as probably signifying political control. In 
the interests of surviving and yet preserving academic free- 
dom, they have appealed to the great corporations as the last 
potential source of plentiful funds.

is ably summarized in a recent article in the magazine Satur- 
day Review, written by John W. Hill, and Albert L. Ayars, 
chairman and educational director, respectively, of a New 
York public relations firm. 


The authors point out that the size of the business con- 


tribution to colleges for research, general operations, schol- 
arships and other purposes, has mounted steadily in the last 
few years and still is increasing. 


Best of all, a high proportion of the grants have been 


without strings, leaving the schools free to spend the money 
as they see fit. 


But college needs in the next decade are measured in the 


billions, and annual business contributions now come only 
to around $100 million. What our business leaders have 
started so well they must greatly enlarge upon if America's 
colleges are to match the country's growth and yet remain

in sight, only the pile* of tin cans, 
wood and bottles located around 
the sides of the area.. 


The top of the land-fill area was 


nearly level with the surrounding 
land. It was barren and it was 
clean. 


The smell that is characteristic 


of such places was only mildly of 
fensive.

The Illinois governor said a sur-

He 
said this would peimit eon&truc- 
lon to begin on the second route 
by 1958. 


"We won't tie our hands by al- 


owing the bonding companies to 
.ell us where any road can be built 
n Illinois," Stratton declared. "It 
will give us more advantages and 
.eave us m a better position to 
auild if we don't tie the new road 
into the original project." 


Gov. 
Hocgh said Iowa will be 


able to start its toll road program 
as soon as bonds for the Aurora- 
Quad City road are issued. 


The Iowa Legislature decreed 


that Iowa will be unable to pro- 
ceed with a toll road until there 
is an inter-connection with anoth- 
er state. At present Illinois is the 
only state planning a toll road to 
the Iowa borders.
